President’s Request 
" T h e proposal of the federal gov­ 
ernment to the United Mine Workers 
and the various coal operators, whose 
mines are under suspension, 
to sub­ 
mit all questions in dispute to a 
national coal commission for a r b i t r a ­ 
tion, has been declined. 
The mine 
workers decline as a body. 
The m a­ 
jority of the bitum inous operators 
pledged unqualified acceptance. The 
a nt h ra cit e operators filed uncondi­ 
tional acceptance. 
The minority of 
the bitum inous 
operators accepted 
the principle of a rbitration, hut made 
specifications which could not he con­ 
sidered. 
1 had proposed that th e op­ 
erators and mine workers in dispute 
should immediately resume coal pro 
duct ion under the wage scales and 
working conditions which prevailed 
nt th e time of the strike on last April 
1; 
that every question In dispute 
should go to a national commission 
to he composed of three representa­ 
tives of the mine workers, three rep­ 
resentatives of the operators and five 
representatives of the Amrelcan peo­ 
ple. 
It was proposed to make th« * 
commission the final a u th ority on all 
disputes until next March, and m ean­ 
while th e commission was to inaug­ 
u rate a searching inquiry Into every 
phase of the coal industry in order 
to recommend the way to maintained 
u nd ersta nd ing between workmen and 
employers, to promote 
steady 
em­ 
ployment and assure 
a continuous 
ample fuel supply. 
No Other Course 
"T h e failure to secure the accep- 
anre of this proposal for a volu ntary 
adjustm ent left me no other course 
hut to invite the mine operators to 
re tu rn to their mines and resume 
activities. 
"I trust you will find it consisten* 
to second this Invitation, if you have 
not already done so. with the invita­ 
tion to all miners and operators to 
resume their work. 
"T his invitation should be accom­ 
panied by such assurance of main 
tafned order and the protection of 
lawful endeavor as will give assur­ 
ance to everybody concerned. 
I want 
to convey to you in this message the 
assurance of the prompt and full su p­ 
port of the federal government w hen­ 
ever and 
wherever you 
find 
your 
agencies of law and order inadequate 
to meet the situation. 
States Responsible 
"Y ou r state government and the 
federal government are jointly 
r e ­ 
sponsible for m aintained condition 
u nd er which free men, willing 
to 
work, may work in safety. 
We are 
responsible for th e production and 
the transporta tion of a fuel supply 
ample for the necessity of the Ameri­ 
can people and th e public utilities 
which serve them, parti cula rly the 
railways engaged in inte rstate com­ 
merce. 
We must have ample coal to 
m aintain 
industrial 
activity; 
w*e 
must have the coal necessary to the 
health, security and the activity of 
all the people. 
I recite to you these 
details because it is im portant to 
have it understood how far the fed­ 
eral government has gone in seek­ 
ing a v oluntary adjustm ent. 
Thus 
far th ere has been no challenge of 
the right of workers to decline em­ 
ployment or the right of the employ­ 
ers to hire as they elect. 
“ There has been no government as-I 
sumption of a part in the dispute be-j 
tween organized workers and orga n­ 
ized employers. 
I did offer th e only

"It becomes necessary, therefore, 
in the nam e of common welfare, to 
Invite protection in th e fulfillment 
of that obligation which attaches to 
an American 
industry 
engaged in 
providing any public necessity t«» 
afford to all men alike who are ready 
and willing to work and serve the 
common need. 
No cause Is so Im 
portant a» that of common welfare 
atid there must be the suppression 
of every unla wful hindrance to the 
service of that cause. 
To the task 
of lawful protection and the m a in­ 
tenance of order the federal govern­ 
ment pledges to you every assistance 
at its com mand."

State Governors Called on to Protect 
Mines 
(By U nited Press.) 
Washington, July 
1 9 —The gov­ 
ernment today embarked on a mo- 
nu ntou s test of strength with the 
6 00,000 striking coal men. 
By directing the governors of the 
28 coal producing states to protect 
thi- mines of ail operators witling to 
resume coal production, 
President 
Harding has th row n down the gunge 
of battle to the United Mine W ork ­ 
ers of America, probably the most 
powerful single body of organized 
workers In the country. 
Should the President's present plan 
fail to bring about a large increase 
in coal production within a short 
time, there will he hut one couru« 
open to the government 
seizure and 
operation of the mines. 
In his call upon th e 28 governors, 
Harding lias also ordered the mob- 
olization of more 
tha n 
1.000,000 
armed men on the side of the public, 
it was estimated. 
First of all. the governors can call 
on the local authorities, such as po­ 
lice and d eputy sheriffs to provide 
protection. 
If these forces prove in­ 
sufficient, the national guard forces 
are to he niobolized. 
If the gu a rd s­ 
men prove Ineffective, Federal troops 
will lie sent t«> 
their 
assistance. 
Should trouble t»«* too wide spread 
for the control of these forces, the 
government will induct the national 
guards of non-coal producing stat« s 
into the federal service and detuil 
them to duty in tin* coal producing 
states. 


Miners Will Call Out Pump Men 
W ashington, July 19 — President 
H arding's plan to 
forro 
increased 
coal production despite the strike of 
•ino,ouo minors, by a tte m pting to op 
erate union mines with strike-break 
ers working under troop protection, 
received a hard set back today. 
Officials of the United Mine W ork ­ 
er") served notice on government of­ 
ficials handling the eoul tie up, that 
any attempt to send strike breakers 
to the closed shop mines will result 
in a strike of the union engineers, 
pump men and other workers now 
working to prevent th e mines from 
filling with water and otherwise d 
teriorat ing.

St. Paul, July 19.- The northweat 
will he given preference in the distri 
button of winter coal.

Governor Preus will return to St 
Paul tomorrow.

Indianapolis, July 19 .- Declaration 
of njartial law in Indiana and Illinois 
coal fields was apparently near today 
to protect open shop mining of c ,al 
Governor McCray, of Indiana, as 
sured mine owners the state would 
protect their property and any em­ 
ployes if they desired to resume opera­ 
tions dttring the nation-wide strike. 
Certain laws in Illinois and Indiana 
would prevent the use of strike break­ 
ers by permitting only licensed miners 
to work.

Dublin, July 1 9 - T h e Irish rebels 
made an armed camp out of Cork to­ 
day in preparation to defend the city 
against an attack of Free Staters. 
Barricades were thrown up and ho­ 
tels seized by the Insurgents as was 
done in Dublin in the bloody civil 
war that raged for a week there. 
Kamonn De Valera, former president 
of the "Irish Republic," and leader of 
the Irre« om Bibles, was expected there 
to direct tin* fight against the Free 
State Invasion. 
De Valera when lit nt 
seen by Free Staters, wns at Limerick. 
(Justs of the hotel» 
were 
rudely 
awakened and forced to flee to fio* 
streets without their baggage and ill 
many rases In scant clothing. Trunks, 
suit cases and other baggage of the 
guests were seized hy the rebels and 
used to barricade their strongholds. 
Heavy lighting broke out in Lime 
rick today when 
Free State troops 
laid selge to King John's castle. 
The 
military hnrru« ks was destroyed by 
tire and » ix insurgents were killed and 
many civilians wounded.

Harding that protection of the mines 
would lie afforded In accordance with 
his request. 
President Lewis, of the miners, In 
an exclusive statement told the United 
Press that the strikers cannot

driven hack to work, and tie saw that 
the only way to end the present crisis 
is Joint conference of operators and 
miners. 
The executive council of the Ameri­

President’s Request 
“ Tile proposal of the federal gov­ 
ernment to tho I’nited Mine Workers 
and the various coal operators, whose 
mines are under suspension, to sub­ 
mit all questions in dispute to a 
national coal commission for a r b it ra ­ 
tion, lias been declined. 
The mine 
workers decline as a body. 
The m a­ 
jority of th e bitum inous operators 
pledged unqualified acceptance. Tin 
an th ra c ite operators filed uncondi­ 
tional acceptance. 
Tile minority of 
the bitum inous 
operators accepted 
the principle of arbitration, but made 
specifications which could not be con­ 
sidered. 
I had proposed t h a t the op­ 
erators and mine workers in dispute 
should immediately resume coal pro­ 
duction tinder Hie wage scales and 
working conditions which prevailed 
at the time of the strike on last April 
I ; 
that every question in dispute 
should go to a national commission 
to be composed of three representa­ 
tives of the mine workers, three rep­ 
resentatives of the operators and five 
representatives of the Amreican peo­ 
ple. 
It was proposed to make the 
commission the final a u th o rity on all 
disputes until next March, and mean­ 
while the commission was to in a u g ­ 
urate a searchin g inquiry into every 
phase of the coal industry in order 
to recommend the way to maintained 
u n d ersta n d in g between workm en and 
employers, to promote 
steady em­ 
ployment and assure 
a continuous 
ample fuel supply. 


No Other Course 
“ The failure to secure the scoop­ 
ful ce of this proposal fur a voluntary 
adjustment left me no othe r course 
but to invite the mine operators to 
return to their mines and resume 
activities. 
“ I trust you will find it consistent 
to second til is invitation, if you have 
not already done so. with the invita­ 
tion to all miners and operators to 
resume th eir work. 
“ This invitation should be accom­ 
panied by such assurance of m a in ­ 
tained order and the protection of 
lawful endeavor as will give assur­ 
ance to everybody concerned. 
I want 
to convey to you in this message the 
assurance of the prompt and full su p­ 
port of the federal government w hen­ 
ever and 
wherever you 
find 
your 
agencies of law and order inadequate 
to meet the situation. 
States Responsible 
“ Your state government and the 
federal government are jointly re­ 
sponsible for maintained condition 
under which free men, willing 
to 
work, may work in safety. 
We are 
responsible for the production and 
the transportation of a fuel supply 
ample for the necessity of the Ameri­ 
can people a n d the public utilities 
which serve them, particularly the 
railways engaged in interstate com­ 
merce. 
We must have ample coal to 
maintain 
industrial 
activity; 
we 
must have the coal necessary to the 
health, security and the activity of 
all the people. 
I recite to you these 
details because it is im portant to 
have it understood how far the fed­ 
eral government has gone in seek- 
ing a v o lu n ta ry adjustment. 
Thus to worg. 
far there has been no challenge of 
the right of workers to decline em ­ 
ployment or the right of th e employ­ 
e rs to hire as they elect.

war. 
And when the a ssura nce they soug ht wa s denied them and 
they sa w in the casualty list the name of the one they had ho|>ed 
mig ht be spared from the fate that wa r decrees, they said that 
wa r must end. 
Any thing that ex acted such a toll of human liv es 
m u st Ik* outlawed. 
Hut the numbers a ppea ring in the sta rtling announcement 
abov e are not the casualties of war but the tra g edies of a country 
at peace. 
The 58 killed and 531 injured were killed or injured in 
many cases throug h the neg lig ence, crimina l or otherwise, of 
their fellow citizens who hav e not realized tin* fatal consequences 
which result from careless handling of hig h-powered eng ines 
in collapsible fra mes. 
Fifty -eig ht killed and 531 injured wa s the 
toll ex acted by 1,08 8 automobiles in 17 cities of the United Sta tes 
during last week and these fig ures do not include the many acci­ 
dents outside of the larg er cities. 
One such accident shocked the people of this community last 
Friday by ta king two liv es, and emphasized the truth that the 
automobile, because of its potentiality as an instrument of destruc­ 
tion, oug ht to be handled with care. 
I furling hig h ex plosiv e shells at innocent people would not 
1jc ex cused and burling hig h-|>owered automobiles at other driv ers, 
or pedestrians, cannot be condoned. 
Traffic reg ulations must be 
strictly enforced for the protection of the ca rdess from « he da n­ 
g ers of th eir carelessness, the carefu l from the menace of the 
thoug htless, and the g eneral public from ha v ing to read the lists 
of the ca sua lties of peace. 
The morale of a people is affected by its unrestrained units 
a s the morale of a reg iment is influenced by the undisciplined, and 
in both cases measures must be taken to conserv e the hig hest g ood. 
Those who, by their folly and ca relessness, encoura g e others io 
take wild cha nces with da ng erous instrumenta lities must be dis­ 
ciplined by society .

In tho recent engagement of the American forces 58 were 
killed and 531 wounded. 
When, in 11)18, such statements were read by people who anx­ 
iously sought assurance of the safety of their sons and brothers, 
who were enlisted in a perilous adventure at the other side of th< 
Atlantic, the American people loudly lamented the horrors of 
war. 
And when the assurance they sought was denied them and 
they saw in the casualty list the name of the one they had hoped 
might be spared from the fate that w ar decrees, they said that 
w ar must end. 
Anything that exacted such a toll of human lives 
must be outlawed. 
But the numbers appearing in the startling announcement 
above are not the casualties of w ar but the tragedies of a country 
at peace. 
The 58 killed and 531 injured were killed or injured in 
many cases through the negligence, criminal or otherwise, of 
their fellow citizens who have not realized the fatal consequences 
which result from careless handling of high-powered engines 
in collapsible frames. 
Fifty-eight killed and 531 injured was the 
toll exacted by 1,098 automobiles in 17 cities of the United States 
during last week and these figures do not include the many acci­ 
dents outside of the larger cities. 
One such accident shocked the people of this community last 
Friday by taking two lives, and emphasized the truth that the 
automobile, because of its potentiality as an instrum ent of destruc­ 
tion, ought to be handled with care. 
H urling high explosive shells at innocent people would not 
be excused and hurling high-powered automobiles at other drivers, 
or pedestrians, cannot be condoned. 
Traffic regulations must la; 
strictly enforced for the protection of the careless from the dan­ 
gers of their carelessness, the careful from the menace of the 
thoughtless, and the general public, from having to read the lists 
of the casualties of peace. 
The morale of a people is affected by its unrestrained units 
as the morale of a regiment is influenced by the undisciplined, and 
in both cases measures must be taken to conserve the highest good. 
Those who, by their folly and carelessness, encourage others to 
take wild chances with dangerous instrumentalities must be dis­ 
ciplined by society.

But the misnomer 
which calls itself a carnival and sets up in the normally law-abid­ 
ing community a miniature' Monte Carlo ought to be universally 
banned. 
P arents who are concerned for the best interests of their chil­ 
dren, and would guard them through 51 weeks of the year against 
tem ptations to gamble, are not well-advised in allowing their chil­ 
dren to be subjected to the lure of gambling made attractive by 
the bright lights and lively music of the street carnival; business 
men, who know that the something-for-nothing appeal discourages 
settled purpose and unstabilizes business principles, while enrich­ 
ing those who do not return fair value for the takings of the 
wheel, will unite in discouraging such pursuits; church people

test for the trade will be mainly between the United States, British 
and German m anufacturers and engineers. 
The real contest will 
be conducted in the workshops of these three countries. 
Efficient 
m anufacturing precesses will count for the most, though business 
methods and transport costs will be important factors.” 
In the last calendar year before the w ar it is estimated Latin 
America imported about $1,325,000,000 worth of goods, of which 
we exported to Central America, Mexico and South America 
$235,000,000, or something under IO per cent of the total.

requirem ents today ot these countries are vastly greater, for since 
the outbreak oi the w ar railway and other constructions have 
been held up, and repairs and renewals have been postponed. The 
republics of Latin America cover 8,000,000 square miles and count 
nearly 100,000,000 people. 
America should not be last iii the coming trade contest. 
Bol­ 
stered by a perm anent protective policy which will prevent Europe 
and Asia fiom crippling our industries, and permit those indus­ 
tries to operate at that highest efficiency which results in lower 
unit costs, we should take our proper place in the commercial 
fields of Latin America, and that place is first.
